Japanese reference AG discloses a method of manufacturing a printed board, comprising: forming a 
first resist layer on a surface of a copper-plated layer on a substrate, including an inner wall of through holes; 
forming a second resist layer, patterned as circuit pattern, on the first resist layer; removing the first resist layer 
under the portions where the second resist patterns are not formed; etching the plated copper or copper foil; 
and removing the remaining first resist layer and second resist pattern.
